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BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE  CHURCH. 


About  ten  years  n^o,  the  subject  of  cstabli^lilng  a  new 
Baptist  Chiircli  in  Providence,  somewhere  in  the  eastern  sec- 
tion of  the  city,  began  to  engage  the  attention  of  a  few  Bap- 
tist friends.  Soon  clforts  were  made  for  tlie  accomplishment 
of  this  object,  under  the  direction  more  especially  of  the  Rev. 
Horace  T.  Love,  then  a  recently  returned  missionary  from 
Greece.  Union  meetings  Avere  held  by  the  First  and  Third 
Baptist  Churches,  at  -which  the  whole  subject  was  prayerfully 
considered  and  fully  discussed.  In  view  of  the  facts  thus 
elicited,  and  the  special  encouragement  whicli  the  proposed 
field  of  labour  presented,  it  was  resolved  to  proceed  with  the 
work.  Subscriptions  amounting  to  upvrards  of  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  were  soon  olitaincd.  The  refusal  of  a  lot 
on  wluch  to  erect  a  house  of  worship,  on  the  corner  of  Power 
and  Thayer  streets,  was  secured.  In  January,  1845,  an. act 
was  passed  by  the  General  Assembly,  incorporating  the  sub- 
scribers under  the  name  of  The  Power  Street  Baptist  Society. 
Notwithstanding  the  progress  thus  made,  the  enterprise,  for 
some  cause  never  fully  explained  or  generally  understood, 
was  finally  abandoned. 

On  Thursday  evening,  September  13th,  1855,  a  meeting 
of  some  of  the  leading  members  of  the  First  and  Third 
Baptist  Churches,  including  the  two  Pastors,  was  held  at  the 
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house  of  Mr.  L.  D.  Anthony,  No.  5G  Goor<iG  street,  for  the 
purpose  of  having  a  free  conference  of  views  upon  the  expe- 
diency of  making  another  attempt  to  cnaUish  a  new  church, 
and  especially  for  the  purpose  of  seeking  by  prayer  and  sup- 
plication the  Divine  guidance  and  blessing.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Granger  was  appointed  Chairman  of  iliis  n)eeting,  and  Geo. 
B.  Jastram,  Secretary.  Prayer  was  o:iered  by  the  llev.  J. 
B.  Simmons,  and  the  Iley.  Dr.  Wayland.  Previous  to  this 
occasion,  the  Third  Church  had  been  agitating  the  sul.'jeet, 
and  in  their  annual  letter  to  the  "Warren  Association,  just 
held  at  Newport,  had  stated  in  detail  the  reasons  why,  in 
their  judgment,  the  enterprise  should  be  commenced.  These 
Tvere,  in  brief,  that  there  was  a  large  part  of  the  city  lying 
between  the  First  and  Third  Churches  at  present  unoccupied 
by  any  religious  denomination  —  that  the  Third  Church 
could  well  spare  a  part  of  her  members,  there  being  now 
more  than  could  work  together  to  advantage — that  their 
vestry  especially  was  crowded,  thus  preventing  the  church 
from  extending  their  Sabbath  School  operations  as  they 
otherwise  might.  These  reasons  were  all  duly  considered 
and  discussed.  In  addition  it  was  strongly  urged,  as  an  in- 
centive to  a  united  and  vigorous  edort  in  the  direction  con- 
templated, that  the  Baptists  of  Providence  had  not,  at  least 
in  the  multiplying  and  improvement  of  their  churches,  kept 
pace  with  other  denominations,  tor  the  last  twenty-iive  years. 
The  principal  reason  urged  however,  for  immediate  action, 
was,  that  the  restoration  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Granger's  health  at 
this  time,  left  the  Rev.  ]Mr.  Richards,  who  had  been  supply- 
ing his  pulpit  ibr  the  past  few  months,  at  liberty  to  identify 
himself  with  a  new  interest,  and  that  his  services  as  the  Pas- 
tor could  probably  be  obtained,  if  sought  at  an  early  day. 
The  agency  of  Mr.  Richards,  it  was  believed,  would  secure 
to  this  enterprise,  the  liberal  subscriptions  and  hearty  co- 
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operation  of  many,  wlio  Avitliout  it,  might  take  but  little  per- 
sonal interest  or  rc.^ponsiuilily  in  the  matter.  In  view  of  all 
these  con^idL-rations,  it  "^vas  ncrain  resolved  to  l'^o  on  witli  the 
work.  McetlnQS  were  accordincily  hold  i'rcm  time  to  time,  of 
the  proceedings  of  v/hich  full  and  complete  records  have  been 
preserved,  Sub^icriptions  v.^rc  rapidly  obtnincd,  until  in  a 
short  time  they  amounted  to  nearly  Twenty  Five  Thousand 
Dollars,  a  sum  deemed  sullicicnt,  under  the  circumstances, 
to  "svarrant  the  immediate  formation  of  the  Church, 

On  the  2d  ot"Xpvenil)cr,  185"),  a  communication  prepared 
by  a  committee  consistinc^  of  Prof  S.  S.  Greene,  II.  A.  Guild, 
Deacon  S,  G.  ^Mason,  and  A.  W,  Godding,  giving  an  outline 
of  the  origin  and  progress  of  the  movement,  and  soliciting  a 
generous  cr.operation  and  aid,  T\a3  sulmiitted  to  the  First  and 
Third  Churches,  together  -with  a  list  of  such  members  as  de- 
sired letters  of  dissmission  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  them- 
selves with  the  new  interest. 

On  Tuesday  evening,  November  l:3th,  at  a  meeting  held  in 
the  vestry  of  the  Third  Baptist  mectin-j  house,  the  new  church 
was  constituted,  consisting  of  one  hundred  and  eleven  mem- 
bers, of  whom  fifty-nine  came  by  letter  from  the  First  Church, 
forty-six  from  the  Third,  one  from  the  South  Church,  one 
from  the  Church  in  West  Sutton,  ?ilass.,  two  from  the  Church 
in  AVarren,  and  two  from  the  Tabernacle  Church  in  New 
York.  After  adopting  Articles  of  Faith,  and  a  Church 
Covenant,  they  voted  unanimously  to  extend  a  cordial  invi- 
tation to  the  Ilev,  >Villiam  Carey  llichards,  of  New  York,  to 
become  their  Pastor. 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  November  2  Ith,  an  Ecclesiastical 
Council  met  in  Armory  Hall,  on  Benefit  street,  lor  the  pur- 
pose of  recognizing  the  new  church,  and  of  installing  its  Pas- 
tor elect.  Delegates  were  present  from  the  First,  Pine 
Street,  Third,  Fourth,  High  Street,  Friendship  and  Eighth 
1* 
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Baptist  Churches,  rrovidcnce,  and  the  Contral  Church, 
Newport.  After  statements  in  regard  to  the  history  of  the 
movement  had  been  made,  it  was  unanimously  voted,  "  That 
the  brethren  and  sisters  who  have  united  in  calling  this  Coun- 
cil be,  and  hereby  are  recognized  as  a  Baptist  Church  in 
good  and  regular  standing."  It  was  also  subsequently  voted 
by  this  Council,  that  the  Recognition  and  Installation  ser- 
vices be  held  in  the  First  Baptist  meeting  house,  on  Sunda}' 
evening,  November  25th,  commencing  at  7  o'clock.  The 
following  was  the  order  of  exercises  upon  this  occasion. 

1.  Hymn  and  Reading  the  Scriptures,  by  the  Rev.  II.  L. 
Wayland,  of  Worcester,  Mass. 

2.  Prayer  of  Recognition  and  Installation,  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Granger. 

3.  Sermon,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Sears,  of  Brown  University. 

4.  Charge  to  the  Church  and  Pastor,  by  the  Rev.  A.  H. 
Stowell. 

5.  Hand  of  Fellowship  to  the  Church  and  Pastor,  by  tho 
Rev.  S.  W.  Field. 

6.  Hymn  and  Concluding  Prayer,  by  the  Rev.  Warren 
Randolph. 

7.  Benediction,  by  the  Pastor. 

On  the  following  Sabbath,  December  2d,  the  church  held 
public  religious  services  in  Armory  Hall,  at  the  usual  hours 
for  Divine  worship.  These  services  have  been  continued  in 
this  Hall  to  the  present  time. 

On  the  evening  of  March  31st,  1856,  the  subscribers  met 
ia  Armory  Hall,  and  increased  their  subscriptions  to  thirty 
thousand  dollars,  this  sum  being  the  amount  required  to  be 
obtained  on  or  before  the  first  of  April,  in  accordance  with 
the  conditions  upon  which  the  subscriptions  were  made. 
Owing  to  various  causes,  however,  no  progress  was  made  by 
the  Committee  appointed  to  obtain  a  lot  on  which  to  erect  a 
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hou?e  of  worship,  until  towards  the  close  of  the  year,  when 
one  was  purchased  on  the  corner  of  Waterman  and  Thayer 
streets.  The  church  accordingly  voted  at  its  November  meet- 
ing, to  take  the  name  of  The  Waterman  Street  Baptist  Church. 
The  Society  also  at  a  meeting  held  soon  afterwards,  voted  to 
petition  the  General  Assembly  to  change  its  name  from  The 
Thayer  Street  Baptist  Society,  by  which  it  was  incorporated 
at  the  June  session,  held  in  Newport,  1856,  to  that  of  The 
Waterman  Street  Baptist  Society.  Agreeably  to  this  petition, 
an  act  was  passed  by  the  General  Assembly,  January  IGth, 
1857. 

Such  in  brief  is  the  history  of  the  origin  and  progress  thus 
far  of  a  movement,  which,  it  is  earnestly  hoped,  may,  ere  long, 
result  in  the  erection  of  a  good  and  substantial  house  of  wor- 
ship, into  which  may  be  gathered  in  successive  years,  multi- 
tudes of  those  who  shall  fear  and  praise  the  Lord.  In  His 
name  alone  would  we  trust,  and  in  His  name  set  up  our  ban- 
ners, for  hitherto  hath  He  helped  us.

Avithout  defence  or  excuse.''

That  the  salvation  of  sinner.^  is  wholly  of  grace ;i  through  the 
Mediatorial  Oilices  of  tlie  Son  of  God,-  avIio  took  upon  him  our 
nature,  yet  without  sin;'  honoured  tliclaw  by  liis  personal  obe- 
dience,^ and  made  atonement  for  our  sin.s  by  his  death  ;^  being 
risen  from  the  dead,  lie  is  now  enthroned  in  lieaven;**  and  uniting 
in  his  wonderful  person  the  tondcrest  sympathies  with  divine  per- 
fections, is  oveiy  way  qualilied  to  be  a  suitable,  a  compassionate, 
and  an  all-sufficient  Saviour."

That  the  grcnt  Gospel  blessing  which  Christ  of  his  fulness^  be- 
stows on  such  as  believe  in  Ilim,  is  JiLStifieation ;2  tliat  Justifica- 
tion consists  in  the  pardon  of  sin^  and  the  promise  of  cteraal  life, 
on  principles  of  righteousness;*  that  it  is  bestowed  not  in  consid- 
eration of  any  works  of  righteousness  which  we  have  dono,^  but 
solely  through  His  own  redemption  and  righteousness;**  that  it 
brings  us  into  a  state  of  most  blessed  peace  and  favour  with  God, 
and  secures  every  other  blessing  needful  for  time  and  etcruity,

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SECTION  I. 

MEETINGS  FOR  BUSINESS. 

Article  I. — TIic  regular  meeting?  for  business  shall  be  held  on 
the  evening  of  the  Thursday  preceding  the  last  Sunday  iu  each 
month. 

Art.  II.— In  the  absence  of  the  Pastor,  who  is  moderator,  cx- 
officio,  the  meeting  shall  Ijo  called  to  order  by  the  clerk,  and  a 
moderator,  pro  tempore,  shall  be  chosen. 

Art.  III.— The  following  shall  be  the  order  of  business  at  every 
regular  meeting : 

1.  Devotional  exercises. 

2.  Reception  of  candidates. 

3.  Reading  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting. 

4.  Unfinished  business. 

5.  Report  of  the  Advisorv  Committee. 
G.    Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

7.  New  business. 

8.  Closing  devotional  exercises. 

Art.  IV. — The  ordinary  nilcs  of  deliberative  assemblies  shall 
be  observed  in  the  transaction  of  business. 

SECTION  II. 

ADMISSION  AND  DISMISSION  OP  MEMBERS. 

Article  I.— Candidates  for  admission  by  baptism  shall  be  in- 
troduced to  the  Advisory  Committee  by  the  Pastor  or  Chairman, 
and  if  the  Committee  obtain  satisfactory  evidence  of  conversion, 
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and  of  christian  ^valk  and  conversation,  they  shall  recommend 
that  the  candidate  be  invited  to  rehitc  his  or  lier  cliristiau  expe- 
rience to  the  cliureh  at  the  next  regular  mcetiny. 

Art.  II. — Tlic  candidate  thus  recommended  sliall  relate  his  or 
her  christian  experience  as  fully  as  po->il)le,  and  any  nv-Muber  of 
the  church  may  question  the  candidate  uu  points  of  fairh. 

Art.  III. — Candidates  for  admission  by  letter  shall  nniice  appli- 
cation to  the  Advisory  Committee,  who  having  ascertained  their 
letters  to  be  sarisfactory,  shall  recommend  to  the  cliurch  to  re- 
ceive them  at  the  same  meeting. 

Art.  IV. — Members  in  full  fellowship  are  cntitldl  to  letters  of 
dismission  to  any  regular  Baptist  Church,  provided  they  can  be 
within  its  care  and  oversight.  Application  for  such  letters  may 
be  made  through  the  Advisory  Committee,  or  directly  to  the 
Church.  They  sliall  be  valitl  for  six  months,  and  if  not  used  with- 
in the  period  of  their  validity,  shall  be  null  and  void,  and  the  j^er- 
sons  receiving  tliem  shall  be  regarded  as  still  members  of  this 
church. 

SECTION  III. 

DISCIPHNC. 

Art.  I. — If  a  grievance  exist  between  members,  either  of  the 
aggrieved  parties  may  bring  the  matter  to  the  notice  oi'  the  Advi- 
sory Committee,  only  after  an  unsucccs.>ful  employment  of  the 
means  of  reconciliation  presented  in  the  Gospel  of  Matthew,  chap- 
ter 18,  verses  15  and  10. 

Art.  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  to  ?ive  the  case 
a  careful  and  impartial  hearing,  and  to  endeavour,  if  possible,  to 
remove  the  cause  of  complaint  without  bringing  it  before  the 
church. 

Art.  III. — If  this  be  impossible,  they  shall  report  the  case  to 
the  church,  stating  such  facts  as  shall  be  neetll'ul  lor  its  action. 

Art.  IV. — When  a  meml)er  of  the  church  is  accused  of  any  im- 
morality, for  which  he  would  l)c  liable  to  public  censure  or  exclu- 
sion, it  shall  be  the  (iury  of  the  Conuuittc'e  immediately  to  give 
notice  of  such  accusation  to  the  person  accused,  and  to  enter  at 
nnon.  nnon  the  investigation  of  tlie  case 
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Art.  V. — If  the  investio'ation  shall  i-csalt  in  favour  of  tlie  ac- 
cused,— or  if  the  person  otfendinrr  remove  rhe  cause  of  ;iri<  f,  and 
the  case  does  ii'>t  require  public  notice,  the  Couimittee  sliall  make 
no  report  of  it  to  the  ciiurcii. 

Art.  VI. — If  the  ease  be  one  in  wliieh  the  person  accused  would 
be  liable  to  public  censure  or  exclusion,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie 
Committee:  1st.  To  give  notice  to  the  accused  of  the  charge. 
2d.  To  assign  the  time  for  the  hearing,  at  which  the  accused  per- 
son shall  be  invited  to  be  present,  and  shall  be  at  liberty  to  bring 
with  him  as  many  witne.>.^es  as  he  shall  thiidc  proper.  Hd.  After 
hearing  all  the  evidence,  and  all  the  explanations  that  niay  be  of- 
fered, the  Committee  shall  report  the  case  to  the  church,  stating 
such  facts  as  shall  be  needful  for  its  action. 

SECTION  IV. 

ADVISORY  CO.-MMITTKE. 

Art.  I. — The  Advisory  Committee  shall  consist  of  nine  persons, 
including  the  Pastor  and  Deacons,  to  moot  statciUy  on  the  ilon- 
day  evening  preceding  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  church, 
and  generally  at  the  call  of  the  Pastor. 

Art.  II. — The  Advisory  Cotnmittee  shall  appoint  its  own  dork, 
who  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  its  proceedings,  accessible  to  any 
member  of  the  church. 

Art.  III. — Xo  application  for  pecuniary  aid  for  the  purposes  of 
benevolence,  shall  conn?  before  the  church  until  it  has  been  ex. 
amined  and  sanctioned  by  the  Advisory  Committee. 

SECTION  V. 

SPECIAL  AXNU.\.L  COMMITTEES. 

Art.  I. — There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  the  Sunday  School,  to 
consist  of  three,  the  Superintendent  being  chairman,  (jcojjirio,  to 
whom  shall  be  entrusted  the  entire  management  of  the  school. 

Art.  II. — There  shall  also  be  a  Committee  on  public  worship, 
consisting  of  five  persons,  who  shall  have  general  char;,'''  of  the 
house  and  singing,  and  shall  direct  the  sexton  in  the  diseliarge  of 
his  duties. 

Art.  III. — An  Auditing  Committee  of  two  shall  examine  the 
annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer. 
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SECTION  YI. 

ANNUAL  MEETINGS. 

Art.  I. —  riic  annual  meeting  of  the  church  shall  be  held  in 
connection  with  the  monthly  meeting  in  October. 

Art.  II.— At  this  meeting  the  CIcrlv  and  Treasurer  of  the 
church,  and  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School,  sliall  be  elected 
by  ballot,  and  tlie  Advisory  Committee,  together  with  the  Special 
Annual  Committees  shall  be  chosen  upon  nomination. 

Art.  Ill  — The  Treasurer,  whose  duty  it  siiull  be  to  receive  the 
funds  of  tlie  church,  to  pay  all  bills  which  are  ordered  by  the  Ad- 
visory Committee,  and  also  the  order  of  eitlier  of  the  Deacons  for 
the  relief  of  the  poor,  shall  present  his  report  of  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures, duly  audited,  at  this  meeting. 

SECTION  YII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These  Rules  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meeting,  provided 
the  proposed  amendment  has  been  otlercd.  in  writing,  a  month 
previous,  and  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall 
be  required  to  carry  an  amendment.
